HAGERMAN - Mayor Jim Martin re- 
signed Friday, saying he is tired of personal 
harassment and endless squabbling. 

“These people down here, there’s no rea- 
soning with them,” he said in a telephone 
interview. “They should be giving the City 
Council a lot of help instead of just criticiz- 
ing.” 

He cited recent incidents in which callers 
told the Idaho State Police that the mayor 
was driving drunk. Martin was picked up 


twice, but tests proved he was not driving 
drunk, and no charges were filed against 
him. 

“I’m just tired of the harassment," Martin 
said. “1 don’t need that” 

Martin said the voices on the recorded 
police dispatch tapes ore those of two peo- 
ple who have repeatedly interrupted coun- 
cil meetings, openly criticized the mayor 
and council, and have made threats against 
the city. 

“I have nothing against those people,” 
Martin said. “It’s just the way they go 
about getting things done ...” 


Mtulin^aid the city’s recently publicized 
financial woes arc not the reason for his. 
resignation. 

In fact, he said, some of the people who 
had a special audit done lost week arc for- 
mer City Council members who have 
known about the problem for os long os 12 
years. The audit figures show thot property 
taxes of city residents would have to be 
raised 70 percent to pay for the current rate 
of expenditures if no services arc cut.

Showers and thunderstorms pelted the middle Atlantic 
states, the P.icific Northwest and parts of the northern 
Plains on Friday.

Turncoat CIA agent Aldrich H.

AlMandria, Va. “I never got any-

Ames, 52, was sentenced to life in 
prison without parole in the most 
damaging espionage case in U.S. 
history. During an eight-year period 
starling in 1985, he was paid $2.5 
million for the classified material.

• a CIA' bureaucracy in which “every-- 
body ha.s to coordinate with every- 
thing” has left much of the old nced- 
to-know rule outmoded.

-Noriega was convicted 
and is serving a 40-year sentence. 

The DEA has estimated that a ion 
of- cocaine Is normally shipped 
through Haiti to the United Slates 
each month, although most ship- 
ments have been stopped or slowed 
by the current embargo of Haiti.

Indiana ruling tbrpedoes^^ stock

JACKPOT - Amcristar Casinos Inc.’s 
.stock lost more than one-sixth of its value 


Friday as the market reacted to on Indiana 
judge’s decision on how that state issues 
gaming licenses. 

Amcristar's stock dropped from $13.50 a 
share to $1 1.25 a shore, a 17 percent drop, 
in one day. Trading was heavy with 
324,400 shares changing hands. 

Amcristar^ owner of two casinos in Jack- 
pot, is vying to build a casino riverboat on 
the Ohio River in Lawrenceburg.'Ind., 
which is near Cincinnati. The judge’s rul- 
ing threatens the project. 

“There’s a potential this could delay the 
project," said Ken Edmunds, Amerislat’s 
vice president of development. 


Amcristar is compering with nine other 
gaming companies to win the lone casino 
license for Lawrencebutg. which was to be 
issued in November. 

On F ri day. Porte r County Superior Court 
Judge Robert Bradford ruIccTihe f$93 law 
legalizing riverboat gambling violates the 
Indiana constitution’s ban on special legis- 
lationohat favors a particular community. 

His ruling has frozen all decisions and 
planning by the Indiana Gaming Commis- 
sion, which was to issue the set number of 
casino gaming licenses this fall.

Officials say new lockup not big enough

T^IN FALLS - A new juvenile-detention 
center may be full the day it open.s, and the 
county may have to continue housing juvenile 
offenders in moicl rooms, according to the 
county sheriff. 

Twin Falls County is scheduled to open a 
12-bcd detention center this September. The 
new center is supposed to save the monthly 
costs of putting up the juveniles in motel 
rooms. •• • 

But Sheriff Wnync Tousley doubts 12 beds 
will serve the county, let alone 'tlic four oilier 
counties planning to use it - Blaine, Camas, 
Jerome and Lincoln. 

“I think 12 beds is going- to pu.sh it." Tous- 
ley said. 

Tlie latest head count showed-eight-juve- 
nilcs in the tcmporoiy. eight-bed temporary 
center ot the Filer fairgrounds. Three others 
were in o motel, Tousley said. 

If that many arc in custody when the new 
center opens, that would leave only one bed 
for the other four counties. 

Tousley oversees the juveniles and ilic mon- 
ey to put them up in motel rooms comes out of 

cost of food, mnsportaiion and health care for 
the kids, and wages for detention officers 
watching them. *■ 

Tousley would like to see a lockup center 
widi.24-io 25 beds to serve five counties. He 
doesn’t necessarily believe that the focility 
would fill up just b^use the beds ore there. 

A 24-bcd facility would ollow for the future 
and let the county make money renting space 
to other counties, Tousley said. 


The Twin FalLs County Commission initial- 
ly had planned to build an 18-bed lockup in- 
stead of lire 12-bcd version. Biit a group of 
county re.sidenLs - nicknamed “the Frugal 14" 
stopped the commissioners in court, forcing 
lire county to build a smaller center. ' 

The sirerifTs department handles all juve- 
niles in the county now, but Tousley said this 
will change when the new lockup opens. 

Idaho law does not charge sheriffs with han- 
dling all juveniles, he said. That responsibility 
has evolved to the sheriff over a period of 
years in Twin Falls County. But when the new 
facility opens. Tousley wants individuol city 
police departments to take over hauling juve- 
niles to the center. 

. He plan.s to write to all police chiefs in the 
county to explain what will “be coming down 
die' chute,'"

“We’re positioning ourselves," he told a 
group of obout 200 listeners, "and we will 
see, in our lifetime, some wilderness desig- 
nation beyond the central core," 

Large-scale wilderness bills, such as the 


Northern Rockies Ecosystem Protection 
Act, arc still stigmatized as "kooky" and 
"outside the mainstream." McCarthy said. 
But, he added, the idea of declaring 6.5 mil- 
lion acres of wildc'mc.ss in Idaho — coupled 
with similar amounts in surrounding states 
- is an idea that is gaining momentum. 

“It’s still viewed with difficulty," Mc- 
Carthy said, "because we're viewed as the

Idaho was the Frank Church "River of No 
return" wilderness area. 14. years ago. The 
ranks of wilderness advocatc.s have grown 
since then and today's wilderness backers 
are “mainstream" Idaho residcnt.s.

Bellevue rule requires roofs 
to withstand heavy snow load

BELLEVUE - Feor of another snow- 
storm similar to the one in 1993, which col- 
lapsed a roof over an RV parking lot, 
prompted the City Council last week to re- 
quire all mobile homes to have roofs that 
will hold at least 80 pounds of snow. 

TTie city’s building code requires that all 
conventional and m^ular homes meet the 
80-pound snow load, but it did not cover 
mobile homes. 

“Bellevue won’t allow a house to be built 
without at least an 80-pound snow load 
roof, yet wc allow the some structures to 
come in here on wheels that are only 40- or 
60-pound loads" said Mayor Dennis 
Wright. 

Mobile homes con be purchased with the 
request to reinforce the roof, according to 


Councilman Monty BroUiweil. bringing a 
roof lip to a 100-pound snow load would' 


cost about $1,000, Brothwcll said. 

. Councilman Wa^nc Douthit said the City 
Council’s actions to require the stronger 
roofs were premature. 

"1 think we should have looked into.it 
more," he said. 

But the city could find itself in a liability 
lawsuit if requirements arc not set for mo- 
bile homes, according to councilman 
Richard Kimball. 

“If wc don’t inform people coming into 
our town about the dangers of a lot of 
snow, they can come back at us and blame ' 
us.” he said. The requirements go into ef- 
fect immediately but do not affect existing 
mobile homes in the city. 

Mobile homes already in the city will be 
grandfathered in, according to Kimball. 
But the city strongly recommends that oil 
owners of mobile homes in the city rein- 
force their roofs, or build a roof over their

Some Idaho pastors urged to stay 
out of anti-gay initiative squabble 


' BOISE (AP) — If there has not 
. been a big clamor from Idaho pastors 
over the proposed anti-gay initiative, 
Rev. Lowell Byall suggests some arc 
under pressure to slay out of the 
fight. 

"It is enou^ that it has shut me up 
some,” he said. "1 have to be very 
careful.” 

• As pastor at First United Presbyte- 
rian .Church in Nampa, he walks a 
thin line between hts opposition to 
the Idaho Citizen’s Alliance and his 
largely conservative congregation. 

A year ago, Byall preached a

Growth encroaches on prairie dog town 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Growth in Cedar City threatens lo 
engulf Utah prairie dogs, and federal 
officials want their local counter- 
parts to accommodate the animals in 
plans for community growth. 

Two projects — a post office 
building and d 53D,(X)0 square-fool 
manufacturing plant — in the south- 
ern Utah city have been delayed by 
the presence of the small burrowing 
mammals, a threatened species un- 
der the federal Endangered Species 
Act. 

Negotiations between federal and 
local. officials have stalled, with Iron 
County commissioners unwilling to 
commit without knowing the price 
tag of a habitat plan. .. 

“It’s not fair to hold up private en- 
tities,” said Iron County Commis- 
sioner R.L. Gardner. “There should 
he plenty of places lo pul the does." 


The U.S. Postal Service and 
O'Sullivan Industries, the furniture 
manufacturing company hoping to 
bring hundreds of jobs to the area, 
will apply for permits from the 
wildlife service to, build on prairie 
dog-occupied land. 

But obtaining a permit to displace 
the mammals is a complicated pro- 
cess. O’Sullivan, or any other 
landowner wanting to build on 
prairie dog habitat, must conduct an 


environmental assessment and pro-* 
pare a habitat plan for accommodat- . 
ing the animals. If satisfied with the 
plan, the wildlife service allows for 
60 days of public comment and may 
issue a permit after it analyzes the 
public’s rcsporise. 

County officials hope to work out 
a countywide habitat plan that would 
streamline the permit process. * 

- Federal and local officials met Fri- 
day with Oov. Mike'-Lcavitt to dis- 
cuss their progress on resolving the 
issue. . 

“There is an environmental need 
that needs to be satisfied and taken 
care of,” the governor said, adding 
that he was oIm concerned that jobs 
not be jeopardized. 

If the permit process takes Too 
long, O’Sullivan will consider other- 
Cedar City sites and locations in 
Nevada and Oregon, said Rowland 


H. Ceddie, the company’s vice pres- 
ident and secretary. 

O’Sullivan, which has plants in 
Virginia and Missouri, choose Cedar 
City because of accessible trans- 
portation to the West, a strong work 
force and a favorable quality of life. 

“You are going lo have hurdles 
wherever you go,”'Greddie said 
about the selection of land with sev- 
eral prairie dog burrows. “Other 
Cedar City sites don’t have as favor- 


ablcaccess to the railroad.” 

If the plant is built, 400 new jobs 
could be created in the next five 
years, Geddie said. 

The 74-acre lot O'Sullivan hopes 
to acquire is adjacent to a prairie dog 
colony that could be home to up to 
75 dogs when the spring young are 
bom, said Ken McDonald, nongame 
manager for the Utah Department of 
Natural Resources. 

The company plans to provide a 
suitable habitat for the do^ on part 
of the property. But the colony could 
be moved if a countywidc plan is ap- 
proved, allowing O'Sullivan lo ex- 
pand. 

Uprooting the highly organized, 
very social prairie dogs could have 
. serious impact on their health. 

“The survival of transplanted ani- 
mals has been very low,” McDonald 
aid “Early efforts at inoving prairie 


dogs were aimed at alleviating nui- 
sances, not taking care of the ani- 
mals, but we are trying to change 
and focus on the animals.” 

Joe Melling, Cedar City manager, 
agreed that most area residents have 
historically and still continue to 
view the prairie dog as a nuisance. 

“They haven’t had any use for 
them,” he said. “For most people, 
prairie dogs were how they their 
target practice.”

In ihc nation's memory, Jacqueline 
Bouvicr Kennedy Onassis was far 
more than a First Lady, a social icon, 
a woman of ineffable style. 

As a commentator remarked dur- 
. ing Pre.sident John F. Kennedy’s 
funeral, she gave America something 
~irhad'nBverhad'bcforcrTnajcstyr*: — ' 

Mrs. Onassis’. life, cut short by 
cancer Thursday night at the age of 
64, was not so much fairy talc as 
myth: a story of such sweep and 
emotion, privilege coupled with 
tragedy, that it sustained a nation for 
four decades, spawning a never-end- 
ing series of volumes and programs 
that did little to unshroud the truth 
known only to family and a few inti- 
mates. Mrs. Onassis was that rare 
individual who was'a legend even ;ts i 
she lived.* ' 

One of Mrs. Onassis' great feats 
was successfully guarding her priva- 
cy without losing grace. Many peo- 
ple forgave her marrying Greek 
tycoon Aristotle Onassis when it was 
explained that she did it for the pror 
tcction of her children and the 
preservation of her privacy. 

As one of Ihc world’s most endur- 
ing celebrities, she controlled a rav- 
enous public’s access to her world. 
She understood the power and ele- 
gance of silence. She went 25 years 
without granting an interview. Save 
for a few First L:idy talks and her 
. 1962 televised While House tour 
(when many viewers first heard that 
startling voice, so high and all 
breath), Ihc country knew her largely :

Manhattan’s Upper East Side; the 
photographers tended to snap her 
running or striding or pushing a 
grandchildis carriage through the 
Park. Even hunted, she looked free. 

That is not to say she was above 
criticism. Admirers wore outraged 
when she traded in her nun-Iikc sta- 
tus as national widow to become a 
continental trophy wife. After her 
marriage to Aristotle Onassis, .she 
was seen os someone who loved the 
good life above all clsc.^ 

Mrs. Ona.ssis was born into com.- 
forl, married into wealth, married 
again into even more, was left com- 
paratively little and then ama.sscd a 
great fortune, estimated to be more 
than $200 million in 1989, with (he 
aid of her companion, Maurice 
Tcmpelsman. Women’s Wear Daily, 
which dubbed her "Jackie O,” 
tracked her every movement on 
Madison and Fifth Avenues, calling 
her "the retailers’ best friend.” 

Such criticism was muled eventu- 
ally by sympathy and rc.spcci.

- Mrs. Onassis secmed^nuch happi- 
er during the last two decades of her 
life. She became less the socialite

in the real world, becoming an icon 
for not one generation but two.

She 
retained great relationships with her 
children and took pride in becoming

Kennedys on her terms, choosing to

instead of Cape Cod. She had what 
appeared to be a loving relationship 
with Tcmpelsman. 

Mrs. Onassis lived a life worth 
several novels and possessed an ele- 
gance, an aura, matched by only a 
^w. Though she traveled through 
our orbit with few .words, she left 
images of mesmerizing power. She 
.seemed the .stuff of our dreams.

U.S., Japan extend 
trade talks to 3rd day

WASHINGTON — Efforts to 
revive stalled trade negotiations 
between the United States and 
Japan were extended into the 
weekend but neither side was giv- 
ing hints about how close the two 
countries were. 

New Japanese Prime Minister 
Tsutomu Hata dispatched a high- 
level delegation to Washington to 
find a way to resume trade talks 
that have been stalemated since 
Feb. 11. 

The negotiations, known as

to open Jopan’s markets in.a num- 
ber of sectors to American goods 
os.o way of narrowing the record 
S5? billion uude gop between the 
two nations. 


However, the U.S. side has in- 
sisted that. any ogrecmenis arrived 
ot. whether in auto, parts or medi- 
cal products, contain specific nu- 
merical benchmarks that can be 
used in measuring progress, a pro- 
posal the Japanese have rejected as 
managed trade. 

In recent days, the United Stales 
has toned down its rhetoric uHcr 
earlier tough talk sent the dollar 
skidding to a ncur-rccor,d low 
against the Jopanese yen; Firiimcial 
rparkcLs worried about a full-scale 
trade wor breaking out between 
the world's tw,o largest economies. 

Because of the market skittish- 
ness. negotiators were being ex- 
ceptionally closed-mouthed Thurs- 
- day and Friday, saying little be- 
yond that both sides were diligent- 
ly working toward an agreement.

Next, he cashed the top diamonds 
and ruffed a diamond carelessly 
with his nine. Wesv greedily over- 
ruffed and switched to clubs, but It 
did no good. South won his ace and 
led his carefully saved trump trey 
to dummy's seven, cashing dum- 
my's good diamonds while ridding 
himself of his, losing clubs. 

After the 3-1 trump break, South 
would have had no play for ihc'^lam 
had West controlled his greedy Im- 
pulse. Had West discarded a heart 
instead of overruffing the third dia- 
mond, South would have lost the vi- 
tal entry to dummy and could not 
avoid losing two club tricks for one 
down.
